BRUSSBLa, Nov. 26.— Theintrrimtional 
monetary conference reeuined it>i sit- 
tings yesterday. Senator William B. 
Allison and Senator John 1<\ Junes set 
fortli Vm ▲nurioHB (Kiggwtloos, Using 
Hbmu on a gmeral Ti#w of ihe monttary 
iltnation in the United States and in the 
oonntrles represented in the confer- 
ence. 

The pruposaU l^id before the confer- 
euro by the AuMrioan coDimiMiontrs 

are as follows: 

••It is generally admitted that the 
very lar^e depreciiitinn of silver, as com- 
pared with ^rold in the last twenty years, 
and tho frfijiK'nt mid violent tluctua- 
tionH of silver iuciilental thereto, have 
been iujnnouH to the conimerci .1 ami 
other economic intorcstH of all civilized 
countries, and have caused utul are 
causing serious evils and im nnvenience.s 
to trade, the full extent of whic h can 
not yet be moawured. It is the bslief of 
the people of the United States, with 
sinKular unanimity, that the re-estab- 
lishiiieiit of some fixity of value Iwtween 
gold and t^ilver and the full use of silver 
as a com metal upon a ratio to gold to 
be fixed by an agreement between the 
great commercial nations of the world 
would very greatly proiuote the pros 
perity of ail cla!:i.seii of the people. 

"TuBHif we not unaware, however, of 
the fact that pyblic opinion in nonio 
other cotintries whose co-operation in a 
succeHsfnl movement for such an auTce- 
mi nt, is most det-iral;k', may not fully 
accord with tlw vicwn entertained in 
the United States a-^ to the pTa< ticabili- 
ty of such an agreement. Tn^y telieve, 
however, that the sentinifiit for tho 
larger use of silver as a money metal 
has been stendily growing throughout 
tlie world, and that the present time is 
projiiiioiis for holdini; an international 
conference to cooKider the subject. 

"1 be government of the United States, 
while frankly dincloHing its own views 
as to the remedy to be a]>plied, has not 
wished to imxKwe any conditionH that 
would embarr.'iss any government that 
might be willing to confer ujion the 
most advantageous relation of silver to 
the coinage of the world. For these rea- 
sons the government of the United 
States projxised a convention of the 
powers for the purpose of conferring 
upon what measures, if any, can be 
taken to increase the nse of silver as 
money. In conformity of the purpose 
of this conference, the delegates of the 
United States offer the following reso- 
Intion: 

Resolvkd, That, in the opinion of this 
confereuce, it is desirable tluit some meiw- 
ures should be found f or increasini; the 
use of silver in the oomnej «7tt«n w tkc 

nutiouH. 

"In presenting, as reijuested, a further 
program to be laiil l-efore tho confer- 
ence, the delegates of the I'nited .States 
consider it <1uh to other nations repre- 
sented that (ippoi iuiiity be afforded to 
them to con.sider plans for tho enlarged 
use of sih er as money, other than the 
one favored iiy tlitt United States. 

"It is our desire and expectation that 
the powers here rei)resente<l. or their 
delegates, will submit proposals to this 
end, and we desire these to b;ive pre- 
cedence in the discus.«ions. In addition 
to any plans of the kind which may be 
presented we Fubm it for discuhsion" the 
following v,-hich have been suggested 
by recognized authorities; at the same 
time we submit the general plw of bi- 
metallism which , u favofed by thti 
United States: 

"Firstly, the plan of Mr. Moritz Levy, 
proposed to the monetary conferenct 
1881. 

"Secondly, tho plan of the late Adolph 
floetbeer. 

"Lastly, we present the plan ()r()posed 
by ourselves as delegates of tlio United 
States: Tiie re estanhshment and iiiain- 
teuauce of a fixed parity between gold 
and silver, and the continued use of 
both as coined money of frill debt pay^ 
ing power would bo prodactiTe of ini' 
port an t benefit to the world. These 
ends will be accomplished by the re- 
moval of the legal restrictions now ez- 
ieting and the coinage of silver into full 
legal tender money, restoring by inter- 
national agreement the parity <^ vdioe 
between the metals, which ensted prior 
to 1871, at snch a ratio as the confer- 
ence nxay decide upon. The MMontlnls 
of such an international arrangement 
should be: The nnreetrioted coinase of 
both gold and nlver into money m fall 
debt-paying power, fixing a rano in the 
coinage between the metals, and the ea- 
tebliinment of a uniform charee, if 
any, to th* vaUto for minting gold and 

Ilie plan uropoied by the United 
itatei ooffimuMlontn can not be dis- 
cniMd and prononnced ufot xintil many 
other plans shall have been disposed of. 
. Tb$ general attitade of the conference, 
ho w ever, leaves little donbt that the 
American plan will be rojected. The 
German and Anetrian Aelegates are 
•trongly against any meaanre which 
woola neoflMitate any change of moment 
in existing legislation on the money 
question.

In regard t« the proposal yeaterday 
offered by the American commissioners 
it m*y be stated that they were 
not set out in detail in the instructions 
gtren to the commissioners by the presi- 
dent. • These were brief, the president 
stating that he did not desire to camber 
the commissioneni with detafls as to 
their duties. Much was left ta the 
lodgment of the commissioners and to 
thedevelopmentaoftlMoonference itself. 
The commissioners were informed that 
'the main purpoae which the govemnient 
sought to accomplish was ta» eatablish- 
ment of staple relation between old gold 
and silver. 

It was stated that it was the opinion 
of the president, and he believed of the 
people of the United States with sin- 
gular unanimity that a full nse of sil- 
ver, as a coined metal at a ratio to be 
fixed by au agreement between the 
great commercial nations of the world, 
would verv highly promote the prosper- 
itv of all tne people of ail the countries 
of the world. For this reason, the ia- 
structions continued, the duty of the 
commissioners would be to secure, if 
possible, an agreement among the chief 
commercial nations of the world, look- 
ing to international bimetallism, that 
is the unlimited coinage of gold and sil- 
ver as the money of full debt paying 
power at a fixed ratio in coinage com- 
mon to all the aggregate ifowers. 
. The commissioners were further in- 
structed that no arrangement would b* 
acceptable to the people or satisfaction 
to the government of the United States 
which would, by any possibility, place 
this country on a silver basis while 
Enropean countries maintained the sin- 
gle geld standard.

The 
sales this week have been 1,800,000 
bales, and the prices have advanced five- 
sixteenths, with small signs of the re- 
action. Low crop estimates now pre- 
vail at tho south on the ground that 
frost has done much damage. Wheat 
is comparatively inactive, with three- 
eightha of a cent decline, and com and 
oats are unchanged, with small transac- 
tions. Pork products are highar. Cdfe^ 
is also stronger by half a oent 

The condition of the great industries 
is decidedly favorable. Perhana the 
boot and shoe manufacture fares uest of 
all at the preeent time. It has been a 
phenomenal autumn in women's light 
goods. Woolen . mills are still busy and 
sales of wool greater than a year ago. 
The ootton inaastrj is^tftfiving avery- 
whert. la iron ffie markal remains 
firm. 

Money has been ste.idy at 4 per cent., 
the treasury having added ^htly to 
circulation by isimng |800,0w more 
notes. Exports hers for .thi^ weeks 
IkU It par cant, below last year's and 
Imports are moch laigar. Stocks have 
been weaker, bat thsN la no dgn of es- 
pecial disturbanoti

They boarde;! the Pullman sleeper .Ihj- 
dena and robned all the occunants, six 
in number. It is believed the robljers 
boarded the train at Hot Springs, as the 
train had not gotten five miles out of 
the city wlien they invaded the sleeper 
froni the r>'ar. 

The first pas.-eiiKPr held uji was P. H. 
Miller, of i'ortland. (Jr.. who wiis m ;lie 
smoking comparlnieiit. 'i lie robbers 
took Jf.bi in money and his gold watch. 
Hiid then at the iioiut of their revolvers 
Miller wiis marcliwl through the car 
ahea<l of them. One of the robliers 
went to the other end of the car, the 
othfT two gu. II . '.ill),' the en>! where they 
came in. All wore dark clothes and 
overcoats, slouch liat^;, and had hau l 
kerchiefs tied over ilieii faces, hole.-, in- 
ing cut in tlie liaudkei ( liiefs so they 
Cull! 1 I'. 

After Miller was robbed they placed 
revolvers at ilie heiuls of tne p;isKeii;,'ors 
cotnniandii;'^ tliem to hold up their 
hands. The coniniiind wa obeyed. As 
the frightened [wssengers stood up and 
Were being relieved one by one, J. S. 
Free lnian. of f'ortland. Or., came in 
from an a<l,ioinin,i; car. Not ( mnplving 
with the onier to throw up his Bands 
the robbers nearest to him shOttlBOVgh 
the hide of the car. 

Freedman at once hiindeil over his 
valuables, 'I here were several women 
with their children in the car. These 
the robliers did not molont. telling tliem 
to keep quiet and they would not lie 
Imrine.]. They kept (iniet. Afier all 
the pas-engers in the car had been 
stripped of all mone)' ami valuables the 
roblmrs pulled the btlbconl. ^.wntc the 
rope siiriuil to stop. The train stopped 
and the robb*r>. after givisig tlM d^nal 
to u'o ahe.id. .pimped olf. 

They (led to the woods after firing a 
fusillade and di.sappeared. The total 
amount of money t.aken was s'l ,:i(Hi, in 
adiiition to gold watches, diamoiiim 
and other valuables, worth much more. 

From the bad that the robbers gave 
correcrt ir.'cin --if.-nalH it is Ijelieved they 
were railroad men. Th(< train arrived 
here at ;i o'clock yesterday morning', 
aii<l a rosse was org,ini;-.ed for pursiiir. 
'1 ho robbery is rei^arded .as one of the 
best planned and executed that haa uc- 
onrred in the west.

The house was built about a dozen or 
fifteen years ago for P. Lorillard, of 
New York, and was purchased, with 
the extensive grounds, by Mr. Yandw* 
bilt in 1885. More than $100,000 was 
e.xpesided in addition^ and improve- 
ments to the building, the value of 
which was estimated at more than that 
sum at the time of sale. It was of ir- 
regular shape, about 100 by 90 feet in 
size, from one to two stories in heiglif, 
tho lower part of brick and the upper of 
wood, with numerous towers and gables.

Mr. Vanderbilt could give no accurate 
estimate of his loss, which, however, he 
stated, was largely covered by insur- 
ance through New York brokers. Ho 
said that although he had intended to 
remain in his cottage here until after 
the Christmas holidays, his family 
would now go at once to their New 
York residence. He felt grateful for 
the work of the fire department and 
th.-it no lives had been lost or endan- 
Kcred, the fire occurring at an onportune 
hour. He will probably build a new 
an<l elegant villa at an early day. 

The silver, jewelry and other valu- 
ables of a likA nature were placed in the 
B:>fes by the servants and are probably 
all right. E.stimates place Mr. Vandar- 
biit's loss at not less than i|000,000. ■

Prafenor Swift, a well known utrono- 
mer, predicts a rain of fire to-morrow 
night immediately after dark, and says it 
will be remembered forjyeara. Ilethinks 
it will 1)6 one of thoae meteoric ahowers 
that in 1883 startled the world. If it 
proves anyways like that, it will be woll 
worth seeing. Yon will not need i tele- 
scope or glass of any sort if the display 
comes up to the expritatioiiH of the 
astronomers^ The new comet that has 
bMD oreating soeh interest of late is 'ex- 
pected to come Tery closo to the earth 
to-morrow night in its celtiHtial flight, and 
this wm mtm the "ninNof Are," if there 
should be any. In order to enable tlie 
El'i.letin's readers to have some idea of 
what may be expected, the following do- 
ecription of the wonderful meteoric show- 
ers in 1833 is given. ISiirritt, in his 
"Geography of the Heavtiu.-," says: 

"The most sublime phenomenon of 
sbooilng stars, of which the world has 
furnished any record, was witnessed on 
the morning of November 13, 1833. The 
entira tetant of this exhibition has not 
been preoiioly ascertained, but it has 
been traood from longitude of in the 
Atlantic oce«B to longitiKle KKf in On- 
tral Mexico, and from the great laket to 
the West Indies. 

"Everywhere within tho limit* men- 
tioned, the first appearance was that of 
fireworks of the most imposing grandeur, 
covering the entire vault of the heaven 
with myriads of fireballs, resembling sky- 
rockets. Their coruscations were bright, 
l^eaming and inc^^ssant, and they fell 
thick as the flakes in the early snows of 
December. 

"A very remarkable circumstance con- 
nected with this display was, that all the 
meteors seemed to emanate from the 
same pnint. Thiij point was obiOlTed to 
be the constellation Leo. 

" The meteoa exhibited three yarieties, 
the first consi9tin)» of phosphoric lines, 
apparently described by a point; the 
second, of large fireballs tliat darted along 
the sky leaving luminous trains which 
•ometime remained in view for half an 
hpar or more; the ttiird of undefined 
luminous bodies, which remained sta- 
tionary in the heavens for a long time. 

" A gentleman in South Carolina thus 
describes the efifoct of the phenomenon 
upon the ignonmt Macks: 'I was sud- 
denly awakened by the most distrcHsing 
cries that ever fell on my ears. Shrieks 
Of horror and erlse for mercy, I could 
hear from most of the noj^roes of three 
plantations, amounting in all to six or 
eight hundred. While earnestly listen- 
ing for the cause, I hcnrd ii faint voice 
near my door calling my ruuue, and be- 
seeching me to rise, and crying, ' O my 
God, the world's on fire !' I opened ray 
<l0fli and It is difficult to say which ex- 
dted fae the most — the awfulness of the 
scene, or the distressed cries of the ne- 
groes; upward of one hundred lay pros- 
trate on the ground— fc-ome speechless 
and some with the bitterest cries, but 
most with their hands raised imploring 
€k>d to save the woild and them. 

'The scene was troly awful , for never 
did rain fall much thicker than the 
meteors fell toward the earth ; east, west, 
north and south, it was the same.' " 

A nmartiabl* change of weather, 
from warm to cold, acconjpanied the me- 
toric shower or immediately followed it. 
In all parts of the United States thin 
change was remarkable for iteeaddeness 
and intensit y.

Tlioy Im.l 1 11 receiving twenty-five 

cents an li iuraml ,wcro working from 
eiglit to ten I'.oiirs a day. The company 
hffd aiuioHiu cdthat hereafter they wotiM 
be paid but twenty cents an boor, and 
would Ik' I .\])ot ;( d to work twelre hevft 
a day. X<'nrly all of them had been 
eteatnslii]) tirJmen, and these said that 
this riduciion would bring their wages 
down to u lower figure than th^T oonld 
get at e<ea, especially on American boats, 
and all .joinea in saying th^it it was a 
physical impossibility for a man to (ire 
the boilers of the wteam compimy's plant 
twelve hours a day fur ^any days in 
■uccession. 

The bteam-shii) men said that the fire 
rooms of the plant weni bottar tb«n the 
stokeholes of a modem ittuaer, where 
a man only worked foor bonrs at a 
stretch and then was allowed to rest 
eight hours, to sav nothing of the long 
vacations with fall pay when the vessel 
was lying in port. 

The men at work left their posts one 
by one. There was not a fireman left in 
the hoote, and before the men had left 
they bad opened the dampers, letting 
great volumes of cold air into furnaces 
and bringing tba iteam preMor* down 
like a shot. 

Chief Engineer Clarence, who was in 
charge, rushed out into the street and 
beraed the men to return, but was met 
with a peremptory but polite refusal. 

The strikers were jubilant at the con- 
sternation they had -caused. Before 1 
o'clock the steam had fallen from the 
regular pressure of eighty-five pounds 
to the square inch to less than fifty 
pounds and was still rapidly falling. 

The elevators in the Western Union 
telegraph building at Broadway and 
Dey streets had to stop running, and in 
this building and in the general post- 
office the electric lights went out, a** 
there was not power enough to run the 
dynamos. There was a great burrviug 
around to start firee beneath the long 
idle boilers of their ateam plants, and 
there was pandemonium in those of the 
morning newspaper offices that were 
caught without power at the very 
hour when their presses were about to 
start. 

Superintendent Gaines, of the New 
York Steam Heating company, at 10 
o'clock last night said that the places of 
the striking firemen had all been filled 
and that there were more applicants 
for positions than they could employ. 
The cause of the strike. Mr. Oaines said, 
was not BO much the reduction in wag,es 
as the amount of liquor the night men 
had imbibed dnring and after their 
Thanksgiving dinner. 

FREIGHT TRAINS WRECKED. 



Fireman Instantly Killt'tl, KiiKlneer Fa- 
tally Ii^nred and Brakeman Scalded. 

INDUKATOUS, Nov. 26.— A fa^al 
freight wreck occurred on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad near Richmond at un 
early hour yesterday mornii),,', in whicii 
Fin'tnaii W. L. Beennan wa^ instantly 
killed, Knt,'ineer H. I. Meyi-r fatally in- 
jured and Biakenian Ilavry Hendric^ks 
severely ncalded. The three men lived 
in this l ily. 

The mi ideut wiw cau-'ed by the Htall- 
ing of trai)i No. 84 on .la( kson's hill, 
one of tlie Htei'])e8t grades on the divi- 
sion. Tlie train was < ut in two and a 
part of it left on tlio III liii track, about 
three (Hiarters of a mile east of tlio 
switch. Train 81, wr-tljuund, wa.s at 
the top of the hiil to nw et HI, and wlieu 
the tirt-t part of tnain '• I liad parsed, the 
engineer, .>-n]ii>osing tin' entire train had 
passe<l, .sfar'ed down the hill. There 
were no lif,'litH (jn that part of No. M 
left htaiviitij; on the main track, and the 
enj^iiieer did not ^ee it until he was a 
few hunilied feet f mil it.
